©. How is wood fibre made into cheap 

ting paper? 

\. The fibre used for the cheap grade of 
print paper is a mixture of pine and poplar, 
ind it is generally used in the proportion of 

of pine to two of poplar. It is taken from

Q. Can stock of that kind be made into 
colored poster paper ? 

A. Yes, the chemical wood fibre takes and 
holds clay, color, size and alum equal to rag- 
pulp, and therefore the treatment required to 
color and size this kind of stock is the same 
as that required for rags and wood-pulp. 

Q. How is it managed on the machine ? 

A. That depends entirely upon how the fibre 
has been prepared. If it has been pushed 
through the mill in a hurry, regardless of 
quality, each machine-tender will have to find 
out for himself, day byday, how to manage 
it, and will “fight it out on that line” if it 
takes him all his life; but, if the fibre has 
been prepared with due care and attention 
and in accordance with natural laws, it re- 
quires no special management other than is 
required for rag-pulp. 

Q. Is the wood fibre a suitable stock for 
manilla paper? 

A. Wood fibre made from any of the conif- 
erous woods is suitable, and, if properly pre- 
pared, it makes a paper full as strong as the 
average jute paper. The spruce pine makes 
the strongest, the hemlock ranks next, and 
then the yellow pine and the white pine in 
their order. The wood fibre is treated for 
manilla paper the same as if for white, except 
as to bleaching. Only a very light bleaching 
is necessary to bring the light buff required 
for manilla. 

O. What class of paper is the wood fibre 
best adapted for ? 

A. It answers a very good purpose in the 
higher grades of book paper, but it is specially 
adapted for engine-sized writing and envelcpe 
papers, its quality and cost suiting those pa- 
pers better than any other. 

Q. It is said that paper made from chemical 
fibre soon turns yellow and deteriorates in 
quality ? 

A. Pure cellulose is one of the most inde- 
structible materials. It is scarcely affected 
by ordinary atmospheric changes, and does 
not change in color or otherwise deteriorate 
in quality, and unless some of the chemicals 
which are employed in the course of its manu- 
facture are left in the paper, it will not change. 
It has already been said that paper should 
consist of pure cellulose with only the neces- 
sary sizing ingredients added. In the case of 
engine-sized papers, the size consists of resin 
and alum, and is preservative rather than 
otherwise. Gelatine in conjunction with 
alum, which is used for animal size, is also— 

the absence of anexcess of moisture—of a 
preservative character. Thus, unless some 
active chemical, such as chlorine, is present 
in the paper, it is not liable to change, no 
matter what fibre it is made from. If it does 
deteriorate in color or in quality it is becaus > 

{ improper treatment in the course of its 
nanufacture.

Q. Is the supply of wood in sight and avail- 
able sufficient to justify the continued manu- 
facture of wood fibre ? 

A. The older fibre mills have to go farther 
and farther and pay more and more for wood 
every year, while the new mills are built in a 
location where there is wood enough within 
reach to run them for a few years, after which 
they, too, will have to go farther for their sup- 
ply and pay more. This would seem to indi- 


| 
| cate that in a short term of years wood will 


be too expensive, and that it will be necessary 
| to look for other material. 

Q. What material other than wood is avail- 
able? 

A. Straw can be had in any quantity. Fi- 
bre in considerable quantities is made from it 
now, and it deserves more attention than it 
receives. Straw fibre is specially valuable for 
engine-sized writing and envelope papers, as 
it imparts to them a hard, firm ‘‘ feel” and 
enables them to take a high finish. Satisfac- 

| tory progress is being made with bagasse, 


which also gives a fibre good for hard stock in | 


white or colored papers, and there is a large 
supply of it, which is remewed every year. 
The palmetto is suitable for the higher grades 
| of paper, its fibres being fine, felting closely, 
| and making a paper having 
| an even, uniform surface. 
Paper made entirely from 
| palmetto fibre gives a fine, 
clean impression from steel- 
| plate engravings, said by 
experts to be fully equal to 
the India-proof paper. It is 
| certainly a superior paper 
for all work of that kind, 
and itis also a good fibre 
for writing-papers, and, on 
account of its extreme fine- 
ness and strength, is better 
adapted to take the place of 
linen than any other chem- 
ical fibre. There are, there- 
fore, these three sources of 
supply—viz., the straw of 
the West * (1 the rice straw 
of the Sc ith, the bagasse 
from the sugar-cane dis- 
tricts, and the palmetto of 
Florida. From these three 
materials paper of any de- 
scription can be made, and 
for the reason that they are 
renewed in immense quanti- 
ties every year the supply is 
practically inexhaustible.

Envelopes.

Forty to forty-five years ago the best 
method of folding letters intended to go 
through the post-office, so as to utilize as much 
of the paper as possible and to defy inspec- 
tion, was a much mooted question. To learn 
how to fold and seal a letter was among the 
first things office-boys had to learn, and to 
their dexterity in that line some of them owed 
their advancement to higher positions. In 
those days letters were the objects of a good 
deal of curiosity, particularly in the country 
offices, where the post master or mistress was 
personally acquainted with every individual 
in the community. Comparatively few letters 
were received, and each was carefully scru- 
tinized ; conjectures were formed as to who it 
was from, and what its indicter might be writing 
about. The letter was held up to the light, 
the ends were squeezed open and peered into, 
and every means were tried to learn its con- 
tents. 

But the invention of those little bits of utility 
termed envelopes put a stop to much of this 
peering and prying, and observations were 
| confined to the outside of the letter, guesses 
| being based on the post-mark and the hand- 
writing of the address. 

Prior to the year 1840 envelopes were com- 





paratively unknown; a few were manufactured 
by laying a block of wood of the shape of the 
open envelope on a pile of paper and holding

superfluous paper was then cut away witha 
firmer chisel and mallet. The next step was 
to cut the blanks out with steel dies or knives 
The 
knife was placed on the paper, and both were 
put under a powerful press which forced the 
knife through the paper. Two hundred and 
fifty envelopes were cut at a time by one

In the year 1845 De La Rue, of London, 
England, perfected a machine for folding en- 
velopes. Up to that time they had been

Pulp-Sorting Machine. 





The drawing illustrates a vertical cen- 
tral section of a new machine designed for 
assorting wood pulp or other paper pulp. 
The apparatus consists of a distributor, having 
spouts arranged at varying heights along its 
periphery or rim. The distributor is mounted 
on a vertical axis and a tube or conduit con- 
nected to and moving with it serves to wash 
the apparatus. 

In the drawing, a designates a base or 
stand, in which are the jour- 
nals of a vertical axis or 
shaft, g, 6 being a pulley for 
imparting motion to the 
shaft. On the base a@ rests 
a reservoir or tank, c, with 
an entrance, uw, for the ma- 
terial to be sorted diluted 
with water. Above the res- 
ervoir ¢ rests the chamber 
J, in which the sorting 
takes place. Within this 
chamber / and_ concen- 
trically therewith is placed 
a screen or sieve, ¢. This 
screen or sieve may be form- 
ed of a piece of sheet metal 
bent or shaped into cylin- 
drical form and provided 
with holes or perforations 
of elongated or other suit- 
able form, or it may be form- 
ed of wire cloths of sufficient- 
ly large mesh. 

On the vertical shaft, and 
rotating therewith isa dis- 
tributor, d, the lower end 
of which enters into the fluid 
mass contained in the re- 
servoir. The construction 
of the distributor, as shown, 
is such that by its rotation 
the mass or pulp in the res- 
ervoir is caused to rise with- 
in the distributor, and being 
ejected through the open- 
ings or spouts in the dis- 
tributor and thrown against 
the screen, the mass or pulp will be sorted 
by such screen. The spouts are arranged at 
various levels or heights along the rim or per- 
iphery of the distributor, thus causing the 
entire surface of the screen to be utilized in 
sorting the pulp, the pulp being thrown 
from the spouts at various heights against 
the screen, while at the same time any 
particular portion of the only 
utilized for a moment during one revolu- 
tion of the distributor.

This jour- 
nal or sleeve need not, however, be a stuffing- 
box. The axis is also guided in the cover /. 
The cover has lugs or projections for steady- 
ing or re-enforcing the screen. The screen 
may be advantageously strengthened with 
rings of iron or suitable material around its 
edges, and on the removal of the cover, the 
screen may also be removed and replaced by 
one having larger or smaller openings or in- 
tertices, according to the character of the 
sorting to be accomplished. As will be noticed, 
the material ejected from the distributor makes 
an up-and-down movement upon the screen, 
such up-and-down motion corresponding to one 
revolution of the distributor. As many revol- 
utions as the distributor makes in any period— 
for example, one minute—so many times will 
the ejected material from the distributor make 
an oscillating or up-and-down movement on 
the surface of the screen. By this arrangement 
is accomplished the same result as by a shaking 
or sliding sieve, with the distinction that in the 
apparatus the sieve or screen is stationary in- 
stead of being shaken or oscillated while the 
onflowing mass is in motion, and by swift re- 
volutions of the distributor a large number of 
oscillations can be attained. The material to 
be sorted is thrown against the screen by the 
centrifugal force generated by the revolu- 
tions of the distributor, accomplishing it is 
claimed a thorough sorting of the ma- 
terial and utilizing the entire surface of the 
screen. The cleansing water from the tube 
is thrown against the screen with a force at 
least equal to that of the mass to be sorted, 
and the cleansing-water comes i>‘ contact 
with the entire surface of the screen at each 
revolution of the distributor—that is, every 
time that the screen has been utilized—thus 
keeping the same clean. Upon ceasing the 
revolution of the distributor the flow of ma- 
terial in the sorting apparatus ceases. The 
reservoir may be provided with an overflow 
or connected with a corresponding reservoir 
of other like apparatus, which may operate in 
conjunction with one another. By this ar- 
rangement overflowing and consequent soiling 
can be prevented. A fixed jacket or funnel- 
shaped sleeve, y, surrounds the lower part of 
the distributor in the reservoir, and prevents 
the rotation of the distributor from being 
communicated to the mass in the reservoir, 
which would interfere with the taking up of 
the material by the distributor. If the dis- 
tributor takes up more material than is fed 
into the reservoir, the level of the material in 
the reservoir falls, so as to allow air to flow 
through the inlet or duct x into the distributor, 
whereby the amount of material taken up 
and discharged by the distributor is dimin- 
ished. The rising and falling of the surface 
of the material in the reservoir regulates 
the amount of material taken up by the dis- 
tributor, as the higher and lower level of such 
surtace more or less obstructs the passage of 
air through the duct. In place of one duct, sev- 
eral such ducts may be used. The fine material 
mixed with water which has passed through the 
sieve or screen is collected in the circular reser- 
voir or receiver m of the chamber /, and is led 
off through the channel or opening». The 
coarser material which has not passed through 
the openings of the sieve or screen is washed 
off the screen by the water from the washing-

Sec. 11. The only diseases against which quarantine 
shall apply are yellow fever, cholera, typhus or ship 
fever and small-pox, and any new disease not now 
known of a contagious, infectious or pestilential nature, 
at the discretion of the Quarantine Commissioners and 
Health Officer. 

SANITARY MEASURES, 

Sec. r2. For the purpose of sanitary measures, mer- 
chandise shall be arranged in three classes: 1. Mer- 
chandise to be submitted to an obligatory quarantine 
and to purification ; >. Merchandise subject to an op- 
tional quarantine, and 3. Merchandise exempt from 
quarantine. The first class comprises clothing, per- 
sonal baggage and dunnage, rags, paper rags, hides, 
skins, feathers, hair, and all other remains of animals, 
cotton, hemp and woolens. The second class compre 
hends sugar, silks and linen, and cattle. The third 
class comprehends all merchandise not enumerated in 
the other two classes. 

Sec. 13. With existing quarantineable disease on 
board, or if there have been any such disease on board 
within the ten days last preceding, merchandise of the 
first class shall be landed at the quarantine warehouse. 
Merchandise of the second class may be admitted to 
pratique immediately, or transferred to the warehouses, 
according to circumstances, at the option of the Health 
Officer, with due regard to the sanitary conditions of 
the port. Merchandise of the third class shall be de- 
clared free, and admitted without unnecessary delay. 

Sec. 15. If avessel though not having had during the 
voyage any case of quarantineable disease, yet be found 
in a condition which the Health Officer shall deem dan- 
gerous to the public health, the vessel and cargo shall 
be detained until the case shall have been considered $ 
the decision of the Health Officer, however, in all sueh 
cases shall be rendered within twenty-four hours. Ves- 
sels in an unhealthy state, whether there has been sick- 
hess on board or not, shall not be allowed pratique un- 
til they shall have been broken out, duly cleansed and 
ventilated. 

Sec. 16. If in the judgment of the Health Officer a 
vessel requires it, he may order the following sanitary 
measures: Baths and other bodily care for the persons, 
washing or other disinfecting means for clothing, dis- 
placement of merchandise on board or complete break- 
‘ng out, subjection to high steam incineration or sub- 
mersion at a distance below the surface of the water for 
'ntected articles, the destruction of tainted or spoiled 
food or beverages, the complete ejection of water, 
thorough cleansing of the hold and the disinfection of 
the well, In short, the complete purification of the 
vessel in all her parts by the use of steam, fumigation, 
force pumps, rubbing or scraping, and finally sending 
to quarantine anchorage until disinfection be perfected. 
Whenever these divers operations are necessary, they 
shall always be executed before admission to pratique. 
From the foregoing laws of the State of New York, it 
's clear that no vessel or cargo can be quarantined, ex- 
cept first, she come from a place where disease subject 
‘o quarantine existed at the time of her departure, or 
Which shall have arrived at any such place and pro- 
ceeded thence to New York, or on board of which, 
during the voyage, any case of such disease shall have 
irred, arriving between the first day of April and 
first day of November ; or, second, shall have come 
n any place (including islands) in Asia, Africa, or 

Mediterranean, or from any of the West Indies,

No lawful authority exists in the Secretary of the 
Treasury, nor in the President of the United States, to 
deal with merchandise of a quarantine or sanitary na- 
ture, except as provided for by the laws of the port of 
the State where the same has been imported. The 
quarantine laws of Congress are subsidiary to those of 
the various States. 

The United States statutes, Sections 4792, 4793, 4794 


| and 4795, are directed to the discharge of the cargoes of 


vessels in quarantine and the erection of quarantine 
warehouses. 

The Act of Congress of 1878, 20 Statutes at Large, 37, 
was repealed, so far as it required reports from consuls 
by act of June 2, 1879, 21 Statutes at Large, page 5, and 
the latter act expired by its terms June 2, 1883. 

That portion of the act of 1878 which was not affected by 
the repeal of the act of 1879 authorizes the Secretary 
of the Treasury, in concurrence with the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Marine Service, under the approval of the 
President, to make such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary to aid in carrying out the several State 
systems of quarantine, and cannot be construed to give 
any /urther power 

The clause in the Appropriation Act of 1884, approved 
July 7, evidently applies only to the use of unexpended 
balance in aid of State boards of health.

Property in Ice.

With the ever-increasing needs of civil- 
ization, articles formerly considered worth- 
less or of little value are taken up and given 
an importance as commercial commodities, at 
times quite startling. This remark applies 
with no inconsiderable force to the article of 
ice. Hundreds of thousands of 
now invested in ‘*‘ plants” for the harvesting, 
storing and shipping of this indispensable 
commodity, and it is therefore not surprising 
that the courts of justice should have been 
called upon in late years to pass upon the 
title to ice-crops, determine the rights of 
riparian owners and dispel any clouds that 
may have gathered upon the titles of millpond 
proprietors. 

But, as almost invariably occurs in the dis- 
cussion of a subject involving a thorough 
knowledge of the law of both real and per- 
sonal property, the general drift of decisions 
will be interrupted by a clashing opinion. It 
is to be regretted that in the matter under dis- 
cussion so able a judge as Emott should have 
put himself on record as enunciating a dictum 
clearly against the letter and spirit of the law. 

In 1856, at the Dutchess County Special 
Term, in Marshall v. Peters, 12 How., 218, 
Judge Emott holds that the water in arunning 
stream can never become the absolute prop- 
erty of a riparian owner; even if he owns both 
banks and the stream passes wholly through 
his lands. His only right is the right to its 
use (usufruct). He must allow the water to 
pass out of his lands as they enter them, and, 
therefore, the ice made from the waters of a 
millpond is not the absolute property of the 
owner of the mill, so that he could sell it as 
he might the trees on his farm. 

Had the learned judge laid down his pre- 
mises in accordance with the principles set 
forth in Dodge v. Berry, 26 Hun. 246, there 
would not been a single dissenting 
opinion as to the legal ownership of ice on 
In Dodge v. 
Berry the issue raised was whether a person 
who has the right to flow the lands of another 
for mill purposes only, has any title to the ice 
which forms over that land. Judge Learned, 
P. J., 3d Dept. (1882), wrote the opinion and 
held as follows: ‘‘ A mill-owner who has the 
right to erect a dam and flow the lands of an- 
other person for mi// purposes only, does not 
own the ice which forms in the water over the 
lands of such person and the latter may take 
and remove such ice, unless he thereby actually 
and perceptibly injures the mill-owner.” 

This is, undoubtedly, good law. Before 
proceeding to an examination of the ‘‘ leading 
cases ” on the subject, in which, be it observed, 
there is no conflict among the courts of the 
different States, we desire to call attention to 
a dictum emanating from Judge Barnard, of the 
2d Dept., in the case of De Baun v, Bean: 
‘‘Riparian owner may dam up water to cut 
ice, but question whether he has a right to 
drain the pond and clean and refit it simply to 
prepare it for ice, whereby so doing he might 
damage mills below him. It is a well settled 
rule that a dam may be constructed by a 
riparian owner and the water ponded so as to 
propel machinery and the courts thus far have 
not been willing to hold that ponding water 
for an 1ce-crop can possibly be injured, it not 
being the province of a court to enjoin a par- 
ticular use of a thing unless it be unlawful.”

We proceed now toan examination of some of 
the ‘‘leading cases” in the different States 
upon the law of ownership in ice crops. 

In Myer v. Whitaker, 3d Dept., 5 Abbotts, 
new cases, 172, it is held that one who owns 
the land under a pond, or who has acquired 
the exclusive right to flow the land of another 
by a dam, has also a right to the ice, subject 
to his duty not to alter the flow of the stream 
or interfere with the beneficial enjoyment of 
the owners below. He may assign the right 
to the ice to form on a given area.

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Here we come into collision with the dictum 


| of Judge Emott in Marshall v. Peters, above

Emott admits 
that the riparian owner may use the stream 
for his cattle, household, mill-wheels, &c., 
and that he may convey this right and vest 
his grantee with all the privileges enjoyed by 
himself ; yet by some strange way of reason- 
ing he reaches the conclusion that this owner- 
ship, usufruct or limited right must be held to 
**close and determine,” as the lawyers phrase 
it, the very moment the water congeals, although 
it may be readily shown that this form of 
water is as much if not more needed by the 
owner than in the liquid form, and it foilows 
that the right to enjoy it should not be inter- 
fered with except upon a clear showing that 
the beneficial enjoyment of other owners below 
As Judge Westbrook 
humorously remarks : ‘‘ One might as well say

In render- 
ing his opinion the judge has several interest- 
ing things to say on the subject of harvesting 
ice. ‘‘ Many ponds,” he observes, ‘‘ are small 
and shallow, and often in the winter season, 
when rain falls infrequently and the fountains 
are frozen, water is scarce, and anything 
which further lessens it is a material injury. 
Ice not only liquifies again and becomes avail- 
able during winter thaws, but it retards and, 
if covered with a coating of snow, prevents 
deep freezing, and a greater deprivation of 
water. We hold it therefore too much to say 
that a riparian owner may remove snow and 
ice at pleasure for mercantile purposes."” In 
the roth Cushing (Mass. Refs.), 191, Elliott v. 
Fitchburg Railroad Company, the principle is 
laid down that the ponder of waters has a 
right to make any use thereof which is not in- 
consistent with the rights ef owners below, 
and in the same volume, p. 186, Cummings e¢ 
al v. Barrett e¢ a/, held that an owner of a 
mill on a watercourse cannot maintain a bill 
in equity to restrain a riparian proprietor 
above from cutting ice in his pond on the 
same stream. It would be necessary to show 
damage by proving a diversion of the stream 
and such a lessening of the water as to inter- 
fere with the working of the mill. The cut- 
ting of ice would simply be not only a just 
and reasonable, but entirely lawful use of the 
stream. 

We take up now the case of the State v. 
Pattmeyer, 33, Indiana 402: 


Pattmeyer was indicted under a statute 
making it an offense to remove from the 
land of another, any tree, stone, &c., or other 
valuable articles, and was charged with having 
removed 100 cubic feetof ice. At the trial the 
Court instructed the jury that if the ice had 
formed in a running stream, in its natural 
channel, the indictment must fail. 

On appeal, the Court reversed and ordered 
a new trial, holding that when the water of a 
flowing stream running in its natural channel 
is congealed, the ice attached to the soil con- 
stitutes a part of the land and belongs to the 
owner of the bed of the stream, and he has the 
right to prevent its removal. This case was 
very carefully considered, and it will be found 
difficult to shake its cold logic and clear rea- 
soning. 

It may not prove uninteresting to the 
readers of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL to 
note a few of the definitions that cropped 
out in the argument of the case.

2d. The right to erect a dam and flow the 
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lands of another person for mil/ purposes solely 
does not carry with it the right to harvest the 
ice ; but the owner of the fee must see to it 
that in removing the ice he do not actually or 
perceptibly injure the mill-owner. 
3d. The owner of the millpond in fee is the 
owner of the ice-crop, and riparian owners 
have no right to cut ice, save possibly for 
family use, in like manner as they use the 
water for their cattle or for domestic purposes. 
4th. Unrestricted and unconditional right to 
flood the lands of others carries with it the 
right to harvest the ice-crop. 
5th. Riparian owners of running streams 
have the title to the ice-crop formed over their 
lands. If the stream expands and flows the 
lands of two owners, their lines would extend 
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to the middle of the original stream, as if no 
pond existed. 

6th. The owner of land through which a 
stream of water naturally flows has the right 
to use the water in any manner he may see fit, 
so that he does not interfere with the rights of 
other owners to the use of the water in the 
stream delow or above. No owner can divert a 
natural stream or obstruct it to the injury of 
another.

The rule for determining the velocity and 
width of a belt in order to transmit a given 
horse-power, is based on the proportion: The 
horse-power to be transmitted, is to the width 
of the belt as the speed in feet per minute is 
to the constant number 400.

the mines before using. In this light our 
present waste is nearer the proper mechanical 
condition for use than that which we value so 
highly. To this standard, it is my firm con- 
viction, we shall come. Powdered coal is the 
fuel of the future. 

I am satisfied from certain experiments 
already made with imperfect appliances, that 
it is not only a possible but a highly probable 
attainment. The introduction of the fuel to 
the furnace by a proper method of stoking 
and a corresponding adaptation for the supply 
of oxygen and hydrogen, a process that must 
be automatic and continuous—solves the ques- 
tion before us. I am also satisfied that the 
heat energy in a pound of powdered coal is 
several times that of the same in mass, and 
that the waste of combustible gasses is less in 
the process, while ash is reduced to its mini- 
mum. What more can be desired from com- 
bustion? We fail only in our appliances. 
The purely mechanical difficulties once re- 
moved, we shall have all the vast waste of the 
culm deposits transformed into value. Such 
a consummation will be a public benefaction 
—a profit to the present age, as well as a boon 
to the ages to come. Let us unite to hasten 
the day of its glorious inauguration. 


A NEW USE FOR WASTE COAL. 

I believe the board will bear with me in ex- 
tending my observation in regard to utiliza- 
tion of waste coal—observations which are the 
result of an earnest desire to see so valuable 
an accomplishment. While what I have to 
offer in addition in no way accentuates the 
results of experiments and thought upon the 
utilization of waste coal for the purpose of 
generating power, yet it is, in no less a degree, 
a step toward the final benefit to be derived 
from the present wasteful culm deposit. 

AN ELEMENT IN AGRICULTURE. 

The assertion that waste anthracite may be 
used with practical effect in the preparation of 
land for agricultural purposes may at first 
startle some who are otherwise credulous as 
to the possibilities of culm. I believe it to be 
a fact, however. I have witnessed the influ- 
ence of a darkened color to a naturally light 
soil in the promotion of plant life and growth, 
and believe that our culm deposits can be pre- 
pared for agricultural purposes and used with 
decided effect. 

A dark soil will sustain a more vigorous ex- 
istence in the plant than a light soil, other 
things being equal. The reason for this is ap- 
parent when it is considered that dark colors 
absorb rays of light and light colors reflect 
them. The more sunlight that can be ab- 
sorbed by the earth and the plant, the more 
vigorous the growth. The myriad rootlet 
mouths of the plant will discover the hidden 
ray and devote it to its use. The dark colored 
soils are warmer in cold periods, and they are 
cooler in hot, by reason of the lessened reflec- 
tion from the surface. Every argument is in 
favor of the dark soil. Witness the richness 


in growth of the soils made dark by the car- | 


bon of decaying vegetable matter in the great 
West and in bottom lands generally. The 
color partially accounts for the vigor of the 
soil. 

On all dark soils the season begins earlier 
and lasts later.

Paper men say that 
they would rather have their paper than bad 
debts. The policy is certainly wise. It tends 
to check competition. There is no difficulty 
in doing business with a certain class of poor- 
ing people, and to favor them with all the 
lit they ask would be simply helping them 
to Jig their own graves, and to swell the list 
of petty failures, which, according to Brad- 
ros’, runs from 250 to 300 per week.

This week is a continuance of last, so 
far as the receipt of rags is concerned, there 
being none; but it differs from last week in 
that there is a freer movement of paper-stock | 
and nobody's birthday to celebrate. 

Some sales of rags are even reported for | 
this week and at holders’ figures. Stocks of 
foreign rags now in store are growing lighter, 
and as importations have ceased for the time 
being, what limited quantities are held will, 
no doubt, ere long bring even higher prices 
than are now asked. 

Mills seem to be very well supplied with 
rags for the present, and in consequence are 
not buying, and the limited demand still pre- 
It is claimed 
by importers that any little spurt in trade 
would completely clean the market ot what 
small stocks are held. Buyers, on the other 


hand, are not inclined to go in for a ‘‘ spurt,” 


realizing, possibly, its effect. 


The disinfecting of rags as a main question, 


with the different processes and their effect 


upon rags as side issues, coupled with the | 


cost and uncertainties, continues to distract 


importers and others concerned. 


Manufacturers want dry rags, and they 


want a guaranty that rags are dry, and this | 


importers cannot give with stock that has 
been subjected to disinfection 
that a disinfecting company did, on the start, 
guarantee dry rags, but this guaranty, it is so 
stated, is no longer a part of the company's 
considerations. 

If disinfection does cause dampness in rags 
it will raise a question between buyers and 
sellers relative to weights for one thing, and 
still further the 
business. 


to uncertainties of the 


Even if the importation of rags should be 


| the business will be done only to a limited 


extent, for the different disinfecting processes 
are as yet only experimental, and importers 
are not willing to launch out intoa large busi- 
ness without first knowing the actual cost 
and the contingent cost. The actual cost of 
disinfecting rags with incidental expense can 


| be easily ascertained and the buyer made to 


stand the expense, but the contingent cost 
causes all the trouble. Importers must carry 
on business with satisfactory results both to 
themselves and to the manufacturers. Manu- 
facturers expect to receive good, sound, dry 
stock, and should dampness result from disin- 
fection, a claim for damaged goods is made on 
the seller. But who is the importer to fall 
back on? There is the question in a nutshell. 

If manufacturers would signify their willing- 
ness to accept rags as loaded and weighed, 
the usual course, and agree to abide the risk 
of disinfection, the matter would be simplified, 
and importers would willingly and gladly 
hasten to resume importation. But manufac- 
turers will not do this, nor will importers 
assume the risk. 

‘* So small is the margin of profit,” remarked 
an importer, and so great are the contingent 
costs, that I would not take an order for 1,000 
bales of rags under the present conditions of 
the business.”’ 

The rag business, then, is much more seri- 
ous than the trade generally are inclined to 
view it. 

The chemical market is without change. 
Some little movement Is going on daily, but 
not enough to affect the market. Prices con- 
tinue as last quoted.

What are the comparative merits of brass 
and rubber plates for suction-boxes ?

| Hard rubber has no special merit as a 
material for plates for suction-boxes. |t 
| wears out more rapidly than brass, and 
does not wear uniformly. It soon be- 
comes worn at each end, where the edges 
of the wire come in contact with it, and 
after it is worn somewhat thin, it is liable 
| to split from hole to hole, along the en- 
tire length of the plate. Brass wears off 
smooth and does not break from hole to 
hole like rubber, until it is entirely worn 
out. We think that brass causes 
friction than rubber, and it certainly lasts 
All things considered, we

able to all other material for suction-box 
plates.
